1. Action Requested : Request approval to brief Asso- 
ciated Pxess Board of Directors who are going to China in 
September this year. 

2. Background : On 21 July Katherine Graham-, publisher 
of- The Washington Post , phoned me and asked me if I would be 
willing to brief her and the members of the Board of Directors 
of Associated- Pressr-who were going to China in September 1977 
at the invitation of' the Chinese authorities. Mrs. Graham 
said Joe Kraft the columinist had given her my name and recom- 
mended I brief her. Mike Oksenberg of the National Security 
Council will also be r briefing the group-. I told Mrs. Graham 

I would' seek appr o val" to brief her and would let her know. 

3. If- approved, I will focus the briefing on press, 
propaganda-and- media— in China but -will also cover the current 
poii-tital -situation^ and give a general overview of social 

conditions--. - Mrs. Graham has asked for a briefing on the 

status, of., Chinese -women. , I will use- only unclassified 
material. 

4. Coordination : The NSC is aware of Mrs. Graham's re- 
quest to me for a briefing and concurs. Mr._ Het.n ha s been- 
informed. If you approve, I will need DDI support in as- 
sembiang briefing materials. 
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5. Dealing with the press can be tricky and I could 
wind up being quoted or misquoted in the US press. On the 
other hand it is an opportunity to help an influential group 
whose good will is important to the intelligence community 
and CIA. The group includes the publishers of The Post , 

New York. T imes, Atlanta- Constitution among others.
